been the first woman of American-Japanese extraction elected to the Hawaii _ j 

legislature. On 7-15-57,1 

to the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii, reported that the files of his office 
contained no informatio n reflecting adversely on the character and loyalty of 
Patsy Mink. | j stated that it was common knowledge that Patsy Mink had 

received the endorsement of the United Public Workers and the ILWU; in the 
last election. It was also learned that in 1956, Mink was regularly receiving the 
procommunist paper, "Honolulu Record." (140-5563-2,25)

committee requested information concerning Patsv T akemoto Mink and information 
of any connection between her and l I a known communist.

Bureau had conducted no investigation concerning Mink and information in our 
files did not currently set forth her political views except as a regular receiver b7C 
of the "Honolulu Record."

was a member of the Honolulu Chapter of the American Civil Liberties Union and 
was an outspoken opponent of nuclear tests in the Pacific.

Mink regularly had the endorsement of the ILWU and was again 
listed on the endorsement in 1959; however, in the closing days of the campaign 
ILWU bought newspaper space and circulated handbills attacking her. The office 
subsequently learned that Mink and ILWU brokeJ)ecause she was one of very few) 
legislators who voted against tax exeunt ion for/lLWU Memorial Association Building. 
This information was furnished by the Honolulu Office in 1961, and at that time the • 
Office pointed out that her receipt of the procommunist "Honolulu Record" meant 
nothing as probably every legislator on the island received it.

Congressman Anderson did not take the floor to make his speech 
until 11 p.m. on 12-9-70, although he earlier had released his speech to the news^H 
media and United Press International carried a brief account of it yesterday 
about 5:30 p. m. He spoke for only five minutes when Congressman John M. 




Ashbrook (R. - Ohio) asked Anderson to yield for a comment. Ashbrook’s 
_ request came after Anderson had stated the Director was practicing McCarthy 
l tactics. Anderson refused to yield and Ashbrook then made a point of order thali 
| a quorum was not present, necessitating a quorum call of the House which took 
1 approximately 45 minutes. During this time Congressman Anderson, who had 
I appeared extremely nervous while delivering his speech, waglobserved being 
| counselled by House Liberals such as Congresswoma n PatswMink (D. - Hawaii) 

] and Congressman Andrew Jacobs (D. -^Indiana)! AfteiTtiie quorum”call, Anderson 
i returned to'the microphone/ asked for and received unanimous approval to include 
^the remainder of his speech in the Record and promptly left the House Chambers. 

Congressman Larry Hogan (R. - Maryland), who had obtained a 
j special order immediately following Anderson’s, then was recognized. He 
j opened his remarks by chiding Anderson for circulating a letter to his colleagues 
5 inviting them to enter into a discussion regarding his charges and then refusing 
| to yield so that a discussion could ensue, Hogan immediately was harassed by 
j Congressman Jacobs who asked that he yield and then demanded a quorum call.] 

| He vacated his quorum call request shortly thereafter. Congressman Hogan, 

] under very trying circumstances resulting from the "testy" attitude of members^ 
’-and the late hour, as well as obvious harassment by a few liberals, managed to 
| speak for approximately 15 minutes during which time he specifically answered 
|Anderson’s two basic charges against the Director--that the Director had- 
Ideprived the Berrigans of due process of law and that the Director was practicing 
McCarthy tactics.

At this point, approximately 11:55 p.m., conferees on the bill dealing 

t ith the railroad strike had returned to the House Chamber, and Congressman Hogan 
as asked if he would release the floor so this urgent piece of legislation could be 
■disposed of. Hogan stated he would do so on condition that the remainder of his j 
remarks could be placed in the Record and his several colleagues who also asked 
to speak on this matter would have the opportunity to put their views in the Record. 
fThis was agreed to. 

Congressmen John Flynt (D-Ga.), Richard Ichord (D-Mo.), Dante ; 

{ Fascell (D-Fla), and Ed Edmondson (D-Okla.), who had remained throughout thej 
long session to speak on this matter, promptly began writing out their remarks yhich 
were submitted to the desk for inclusion in the Record. Congressman Samuel Devine 
| (R-Ohio) had been appointed one of the conferees on the railroad bill; hence, he was 
|engaged in this activity during the preceedings precipitated by Anderson’s remarks. 
|He does, however, have an opportunity to submit his statement on this topic for later 
jinclusion in the Record. Congressman H. Allen Smith (R-CaL) who also remainek 
throughout the long session to speak on the Anderson charges, advised Inspector 
Bowers as he left the Chamber around 12:15 a. m. that he planned to wait until he has 
opportunity to read Anderson’s full speech so he can prepare a more complete’ 
answer to it. - 


i Although Anderson had circulated a letter among members of the House 

|inviting them to participate i n a discussion regardi ng his charges against the 
Director and in defense of the it was apparent that no other | 

member intended to speak in support oi ms views. In addition to the above-named 
Congressmen who had specifically told us they would speak in the Director’s defense, 
several others on the floor indicated by their actions they would have spoken out 
had the situation arisen under circumstances allowing open discussion. The only 

! other Congressman who actually did make any remarks concerning this matter 
was Congressman John Rooney (D-NY), who interrupted Congressman Hogan to 
state that he was astonished that any member of the Congress would visit two 
prisoners in a Federal prison as had Congressman Anderson.

Appropriate letters to those members of Congress who came to our 
defense in this regard are being sent through based on their remarks as they appear 
in the Congressional Record. The Congressional Record, received shortly after 
9a.m., reieals'that Congressmen Abner Mikva (D-Ill), Ogden Reid (R-NY), and. 
i Don Edwards (D-Calif.) inserted remarks in the Record in support of Anderson.! 

The Record also reveals that Anderson received unanimous consent for all members 
to have 5 legislative days in which to extend their remarks on the topic of his dis¬ 
cussion.

In reply to your letter of June 1st, I assume you 
are referring to By renarks ma.de on the "Today" program on 
NBC television on April 9, 1974. 

It should he pointed out that, t?hen considering 
whether or not an individual should have the right to inspect 
his FBI file, consideration also must be given to the rights 
of the persons who furnish information to the Government. 
Traditionally, the FBI has concerned itself with the rights 
of both of these parties. In nany instances, we have gone 
beyond Supreme Court interpretation of the Constitution in 
insuring that individuals are afforded the rights guaranteed 
them. We intend to continue maintaining this high tradition, 
and we hope this will enable us to merit the sane public 
trust and confidence we have enjoyed in the past. 

Although we have previously studied the feasibility 
of allowing citizens to review the files we might have refer¬ 
ring to them, we reexamined this problem, in light of my 
remarks, and have not found a ready solution. The files of 
the FBI contain information received from many sources, indue- 
ing data obtained from or voluntarily furnished by the general 
public, with the'expressed or implied understanding that their 
identities will be protected. Because of the nature of our 
files, it would be impossible to allow unofficial access to ; 
FBI files while at the same time honoring our pledge to protect 
the identities of contributors of information. Therefore, 
under current policy, we welcome submission of supplemental j 
information which will make our files more complete and accurate

With regard to your request for a list of all former 
and present private citizens of the State of Hawaii against 
whom surveillance was conducted by the FBI during the period 
1905 to the present, 1 regret to inform you that X am unable 
to accede to your request. For your information, our records 
are indexed in a manner which enables us to readily locate 
Information in our files concerning a particular individual 
or organization. In the absence of more specificity regard- 
- - - ; ing alleged surveillance of a particular individual or 

organization, we are unable to locate any records which would 
be responsive to your request. 

As you are probably aware, in connection with the 
recent news accounts concerning the FBI's collecting informa- ^ 
tion and maintaining files on persons in public life, I am v 
; tentatively scheduled to appear and testify before the Civil M 
^ Rights 3 ^^ Constitutional Sights Subcommittee of the House 
j. Judiciary Committee on or about January 30, 1975. In addition, 
plans have been made for the Senate to form a select committee 
;i to look into the FBI's activities in this same area. Since 
your request to personally examine any files which v the FBI 
may have maintained on you appears to go to the very heart 
of my contemplated appearance before the aforementioned 
committees, I ask your indulgence in allowing me to defer 
responding to your request at this time. 

In response to your request, however, I am currently 
having FBI files checked to determine If we do maintain a 
file concerning you, and I shall have one of my representatives 
contact you in the near future. With respect to your family, 
please be advised that we cannot conduct a search of our files 
without first having their names, dates and places of birth, 
and any other identifying data you may care to furnish which 
would aid us in searching our files* Upon receipt thereof, 
your request will be processed under the provisions of the . > * 
Freedom of Information Act.

It should be noted that wo have no objection to 
processing your request for information concerning members 
cf your family. However, we would be reluctant to process 
that part of your request which would pertain to adult members 
thereof. It has been the standard practice of the FBI to 
process requests in this latter category only upon written 
request or authorization of the subject of the request. 

Finally, in response to your request to personally 
examine any files which the FBI may have maintained on any 
member of your congressional staff, please be advised that 
the FBI has consistently taker, the position that it would 
constitute an unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy 
of tile subject of any file we may have to furnish information 
therefrom to a third party without the written authorization 
of the subject of the file. Please do not infer, however, 
that we do or do not have files regarding members of your 
staff.

Congresswoman Mink on 3-4-75. She had a number of general and some 
specific questions concerning our practices and procedures with respect to 
gathering and retaining information about Congressmen as well as private 
citizens. Many of her questions were based on inaccurate or misleading 
news media reports and particular care was taken in providing her factual 
information to correct the misunderstanding which she had. 

Mrs. Mink was assured .that we have never investigated her 
nor do we have in our files any derogatory information concerning her personal 
ife. She was told of the information contained in the file maintained on her 
and advised of the various references we have in other files. She indicated 
no concern about any of this information with the exception of that data contained 
in the various investigative files. She was told that this information was not 
derogatory and generally involved mention of her name in connection with her 
functions as a public figure either in state or Federal Government. She asked 
if some of these references might concern her appearances at peace rallies and 
the like, and she was told that undoubtedly some of the references would concern 
such activity. She was assured that our interest in such functions had not 
concerned her but had been directed at other individuals and organizations in 
which we had an investigative interest and who would have been involved in the 
function. It was pointed out to her that there certainly was no sinister motive 
behind our recording her appearance at such functions particularly when these 
'appearances were in public and representatives of various news media associations 
'undoubtedly were present and gave detailed accounts of her particip atio n. She 
laughingly commented that generally that is one of the as fflSfii'T t eas’oiK = ^‘ her 
p articipation—goo d press coverage.

Mrs. Mink then commented that she does have some concern 
that the FBI would have a record of her appearances at functions such as peace 
' rallies since some people might interpret this activity unfavorably to her and 
since our records undoubtedly would not show the balance of her speaking 
engagements by listing all the appearances she also made at functions such as 
U PTA gatherings. She stated hypothetically that should the Democratic Party 
regain the White House and she be nominated as Secretary of State, the FBI 
check which would have a strong bearing on whether or not she would be confirmed 
would probably show only that she had spoken at peace rallies. It was explained ! 

I to Mrs. Mink that an FBI check in that instance would not be merely a review 
of information already in our files but would constitute a full field investigation 
of her entire adult life involving interviews with numerous individuals who have 
known her at various times as well as extensive checks of records which 
would give a rather complete picture of her activities. 

A fairly lengthy conversation took place concerning the effect of 
recently enacted privacy legislation and Freedom of Information legislation on 
the FBI. Mrs. Mink was told of some of the difficulties we are encountering 
in this regard. Her attention also was called to legislation which we have 
endorsed which would establish guidelines concerning the uses of information 
gathered by the FBI. She was told, and seemed to understand and accept, 

I some of the problems which could arise if the FBI were to be prevented from 
accepting and retaining information volunteered to it. She expressed surprise 
that we do not have a number of derogatory letters concerning her from some 
of her constituents. 


The meeting with Mrs. Mink lasted approximately one hour and 
was cordial throughout. She commented hear the end of the session that she felt 
certain Congressman William Moorhead and the staff of the House Subcommittee 
dealing with privacy legislation would take into consideration our problems with 
recently passed legislation.' It was pointed out to her that Congressman Moo rhea 
no longer is Chairman of the Subcommittee and that the new Chairman is 
Congresswoman Bella Abzug. 


Mrs. Mink has been furnished a copy of the statements by the 
Director and the Attorney General before the Subcommittee on Civil Rights and 
Constitutional Rights on 2-27-75.
